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DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Henry J. Burtt, Prudential Committee. 
‘PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


The Spring, Fall and Winter Terms of this depart- 
ment were taught by Miss Emma F. Robertson, who 
taught the same school last year, and I think with 
continued satisfaction to all who feel an interé8t in 
the welfare of the school. She is easy and pleasant, 
as well as decided in her discipline, and at the same 
time wins the affection of her pupils. And I trust 
her services may be continued in this department. 
Whole length of terms, 29 weeks. 

GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 

The Spring and Fall terms of this department were 
taught by Miss Abbie C. Morse, a lady of fine cul- 
ture and experience as a teacher, having taught fit 
ty-two months, and she labored diligently for the in- 
terest of the school, which at the close bore a good 
examination. ‘Terms, 18 weeks. 


WINTER TERM. 


The Winter Term was taught by Mr. F. B. Rich- 
ards,—a live teacher who appeared to give his whole 
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energy to the interest of the school, and at the close 
gave good evidence, to a large number of visitors, 
that the school had been conducted by an energetic 
teacher. Term, 11 weeks. | 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
James E. Favor, Prudential Committee. 
Leona Chaney, Teacher. 


This district had two terms,—summer and winter, 
and the district was fortunate in their selection of so 
good a teacher. She carried into the school energy 
and promptness, which was diffused into the scholars 
and manifested in the ready response to all the ques- 
tions asked; and the interest in their school mani- 
fested by the scholars, gave evidence that the deep 
snows were no terrors to them. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


This school has one winter term of thirteenweeks, 
taught by Mr. Rogers. And this year, (it being a 
union district) is under the control of Greenfield. I 
was not advised of its commencement, but I visited it 
once, and it gave good evidence of success, considering 
their advantages (a private house). but from appear- 
ances they had a good instructor. I found this a 
small school, with, I think, nine scholars, and but one 
from Bennington, and that one scholar drawing 
$38.75 from this town, with no school house fit for use. 
Comments are unnecessary. 


REMARKS. 


In presenting this report of the condition of our 
schools, I can but congratulate you for the advance- 
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ment made in your educational facilities within the 
last six years. Previous to that time, and since the 
incorporation of our town in 1842, we had five school 
districts in town, the fifth, as now, connected with 
Greenfield; two of them in the village, numbering | 
and 2, one at the north part and one at the east 
part of the town. And now we find the two in the 
village united under one roof of as fine a building and 
with all the modern privileges and advantages for ed- 
ucational purposes as can be found in any village of 
its size in the old Granite State, and of which we may 
well feel a proper degree of pride. The districts Nos, 
5 and 4 are also united, and I think with two-fold ad- 
vantages, and trust to the satisfaction of all interested 
in the welfare of the school, and I hope they soon 
will make such needed improvements in their house 
as the interest of their children may seem to demand. 

Parents and children, allow me to say, improve 
these advantages as a rich boon, within the reach of 
all. With the advantages afforded in our schools at 
the present time, I can see no good reason why chil- 
dren, at the age of sixteen, cannot make as much ad- 
vancement in their educational studies as they could 
twenty-five years ago at the age of twenty-one years. 

Now, parents, let me urge upon you the impor- 
tance of seeing that your children attend the school 
every day, if possible. Prompt to time, obedient to 
their teachers, and inculcating into their minds as 
much as possible, a fondness of books and a love of — 
reading, and your schools will prosper, and your chil- 
dren will grow up and call you blessed. 

Children, make self-culture a study ; cultivate self- 
respect, and you will be respected, and gain treasures 
more precious than diamonds set in pearls.
